Porto Rico Needs Immediate 
Relief, Says Witness of Storm 


| HE Associated Press today received the following dispatch 
from Thomas E. Benner, chancellor of the University of Porto 
Jt is an eyewitness account of the damage, in San 
Juan and the immediate vicinity, from the hurricane which hit the 
Island yesterday and it indicates the need of relief for sufferers from 


Rico. 


the storm. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Sept. 
14.—It is impossible as yet to 
appraise fully the damage 
caused by yesterday's hurricane. 
All communications are para- 
lyzed. The entire island has 
suffered terribly. 

I have personally seen the 
damage within a seven-mile ra- 
dius of San Juan. In this area 
hospitals are unroofed and at 
least 80 per cent of the families 
are without shelter. Famine 
and disease threaten them. 

The water supply of San Juan 
and the surrounding towns has 
been interrupted. 

Building material stocks in 
the island are insufficient to re- 
place 5 per cent of the roofs 
that have been destroyed.

stroyed. The losses will reach 
many millions in dollars. 

Many lives have been lost and 
further deaths are in prospect 
from disease and famine, unm 
less relief becomes available at 
once.

The measured wind velocities 
on the ground reached 85 miles 
an hour at 11 a.m. This was 
three hours before the storm 
developed its greatest intensity. 
Heavy rains completed the 
damage that was started by the 
wind.

WAITER CONFESSES HE KILLED 
THREE BECAUSE HE LOST JOB 


Joseph Latiuca ‘Tells New York 
District Attorney of Slaying Ekx-

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—A waiter 
confessed today to killing three 
Lien from ambush because he  be- 
lieved one of them was responsible 
for the loss of his job.

UP GUT IN OUTPUT 


Teagle, Standard Official, 
Back From European 
Says Cur- 


tailment Is Desirable.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—The 
world oil roblem is in prospect of 


better understanding, said Walter 
C. Teagle, president of the Stand- 
ard Ooil Co. of New Jersey, re- 
turning today from oil conferences 
abroad. 

“While all-other conversations 
in England revealed an unanimity 
of view that the uneconomic pro- 
duction of crude oil the world over 
is injurious to the entire petroleum. 
industry,” he said, and “in the end 
would adversely affect the con- 
sumer, it is manifest that the spe- 
cifie undertakings on the part of 
large petroleum interests to cor- 
rect this situation are impractica- 
ble. 

*“Theone result of my talks with 
Sir Henri Detering and Sir John 
Cadman was a clear understanding 
on the part of us all, of the 
Cescribility of action throughout 
the crude productic#:i industry to 
regulate its output to conform 
more closely to the requirements of 
the consuming markets. 

“This, of course, can only be ac- 
complished by voluntary, but more 
or less concerted action on the part 
of large and small producers in al! 
the important fields of the world 
and by the postponement of the 
opening of new fields until the 
present period of over-production 
has definitely passed.” 

“Any attempts at regulation of 
the over-production of crude oil 
would obviously require the co- 
operation of a vastly greater num- 
ber and diversity of interests than 
were represented at the confer- 
ences. 

“In other words, the industry's 
future prosperity depends very 
largely upon measures similar to 
those inaugurated with Govern- 
ment co-operation in the Seminole 
field being voluntarily adopted by 
the majority of producers in other 
parts of the world. While Seminole 
led this movement in the United 
States, it was pointed out by rep- 
resentatives of the foreign compa- 
nies that production from fields 
controlled by them has been shut 
in, and therefore co-operation with 
economic action being taken in the 
United States was already in evi- 
cence.”’ 

Asked whether the Russian, Irak 
and Venezuela situations ha sbeen 
discussed, Mr. Teagle repeated that 
the wohle range of production pos- 
sibilities in every important coun- 
try had been discussed. 

Col. R. W. Stewart, chairman of 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, re- 
turned on the steamer with Teagle. 
He attended the conference.

JOCKEY ALLEN DENIES

Track Association Will Seek 
to Determine What Infor- 
mation, if Any, Was 
Broadcast.

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—A:> tele. 
phone company’s bill to Jockey C. 
E. Allen for long-distance calls, in- 
cluding calls to Rogers Hornsby. 
manager of the Boston Braves, and 
John McGraw, manager of the New 
York Giants, today precipitated a 
“race tipping” investigation by the 
Illinois Turf Association. Hornsby 
was manager of the St. Louis Car- 
dinals when they won the world’s 
championship in 1926. 

The Tribune said the association, 
of which Stuyvesant Peabody is 
president, will seek to determine 
if there has been any organized 
broadcasting of information . and 
just what that information was. 

A facsimile of the telephone com- 
pany’s letter to Allen brought the 
names of Hornsby and McGraw into 
the matter. The letter, addressed 
to Allen at the Arlington Park race 
track, requested that he make pay- 
ment of $550.07 “for telephone 
service furnished to your wife. 
Catherine E. Allen, over telephone 
Lincoln 65313.” in a fashionable 
North Side apartment hotel. 

Calls to Numerous Cities. 

“Practically all of this bill,” the 
letter said, ‘“‘is for toll calls made 
to various cities throughout the 
country during the months of June 
and July of this year, calling among 
others, Rogers Hornsby and John 
McGraw.” 

Allen, asked about it. said he was 
not married, and that he had never 
lived at the hotel where the calls 
were made. Clerks at the hotel 
said a Mr. and Mrs. C. Allen had 
resided there during July and Au- 
gust, but that there was no re- 
semblance between “C. Allen’ and 
Jockey Allen. 

Most of the calls for which the 
telephone company seeks to collect 
were made in the week of July 21- 
28, the bill for that week alone 
being $477.90. 

Allen Rode One Winner. 

A review of races for that week 
made by the Tribune showed that 
Allen rode only one winner in that 
time. In the seventh race, July 23, 
he brought Turquoise home in front 
at odds of 8 to 1. He rode a dozen 
losers during the period. 

When the bill was received, Al- 
len turned it over to a friend to 
“= 
know nothing about these calls, and 
that’s all there is to it,” he was 
quoted as saying. 

Last year Hornsby was sued for 
$92,000 by a bookmaker who 
claimed Hornsby owed that sum 
on race bets. Hornsby won the 
suit. ; 

Kenesaw M. Landis, commission- 
er of baseball, was asked whether 
there was any rule in organized 
baseball forbidding players to 
wager on horse races. 

“We had a discussion of that. at 
a baseball meeting at French Lick,” 
he said. “I don’t care to talk about 
it. Look it up in your rule books.” 


Hornsby and McGraw Deny Know- 
ing Jockey Alien.

BOSTON, Sept. 14.— Rogers 
Hornsby and John McGraw denied 
today that they knew C. E. Alten, 
Chicago jockey, whose name was 
linked with theirs in a race track 
investigation to be made by the 
Illinois Turf Association. 

When shown a dispatch from 
Chicago concerning the investiza- 
tion. Hornsby made emphatic de- 
nial of any transactions with the 
jockey.

TORNADO KILLS 11; 
2 DIE AT ROCKFORD 


Southeast Part of City in II- 
linois Swept by Storm— 
Six Lives Lost Near Pen- 
des, Neb., Many Hurt. 


SCORES HURT;LOSS _ 
TO EXCEED $1,000,000 


School House Near Walt- | 
hill, Neb., Demolished, 
and Many Children In- 
jured, One Fatally.

ROCKFORD, Ill., Sept. 14. — A 
tornado struck the southeast part 
of this city today and killed at 
least two persons. Communica- 
tion was interrupted and flood con- 
ditions prevailed in the district, 
which is a lowland, 

By the Associated “Press. 

DAKOTA CITY, Neb., Sept. 14. 
—A survey of the tarnado-swept 
areas of Northeastern Nebraska 
and Southeastern South Dakota 
showed a death toll of 11, scores 
injured, some of whom are expect- 
ed to die, and property damage es- 
timated at more than $1,000,000. 

One tornado started about seven 
miles southeast of Pender, Neb., 
and left six dead and a path of 
destruction for 50 miles northward 
to Dakota City. The South Dakota 
storm, which killed five persons, 
swept through Walshtown Town- 
ship, 15 miles northeast of Yank- 
ton and continued northeast, near- 
ly wiping out the town of Davis, 
S. D.. where two were killed and 50 
injured. 

Tornado Hits School House. 

Ruins were being searched today 
by volunteer workers, who also 
buried dead livestock and arranged 
to care for the destitute. Late last 
night the Burlington Railroad dis- 
patched a special train to Walt- 
hill, Neb., with doctors and nurses 
aboard. Walthill, a little Indian 
town, one of the hardest hit by the 
tornado, today was taxed to the 
utmost in caring for its injured, 
who included many scohol chil- 
dren. The hospital was filled to 
overflowing and the Fuller Hotel 
and two nearby residences were 
pressed into service as emergency 
hospitals. 

Twenty-six children were in the 
Lamere school, five miles from 
Walthill, when the storm struc< 
and crushed it like so much match- 
wood. None of them escaped with- 
out injuries, and Mary Irma Belt, 
9, was crushed to death. Several 
others may die. 

Had it rot been for the heroic 
fiorts of the teacher, Miss Phyllis 
Stewart, and Eugene O. Keyser, a 
farmer, whose sons. attend the 
school. the mumber of dead, it is 
thought, would have been larger. 

Teacher Helps Save Children. 

Together they organized the 26 
children into a compact group. 
Miss Stewart instructed the chil- 
Cren to join hands and drop to the 
floor. This they did. She sat down 
to the piano and played a popular 
tune. As she struck the first notes 
the tornado struck the frame 
building. The walis collapsed and 
the roof fell in. Some of the chil- 
drer were pinned jin the wreckage. 
Others were hurled as far as 300 
fect. Nota board of the school re- 
mained standing. 

Miss Stewart herself was so bad- 
ly injured that her recovery is 
doubtful. Caug t under the piano, 
she suffered a broken ankle and 
internal injuries. 

Although he too suffered 
Keyster remained to direct 
the rescue work.

CHICAGO CHILD 


Father of Billy Ranieri Ab- 


sent From Home on Mys- 


terious Errand—Reported 


to Have Made Settlement 


OFFICERS REFUSE 
TO ABANDON CASE 


Must Protect Other Children 
Their Answer to Parent’s 
Entreaties to Let Him 
Meet Extortion Demand.

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Two Ital- 
ians suspected of being agents in 
the kidnaping of 10-year-old Billy 
Ranieri were held by police today 
while the boy's father, veiling his 
movements from detectives, was 
absent from his home on a myrs- 
terious errand, and when he re- 
turned refused to discuss with po- 
lice a report that he had reached 
any agreement with the kidnep- 
ers. 

A. Frank Ranieri, well-to-do 
father of the boy, who vanished on 
his way heme from school a week 
ago, set out at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing in a taxicab, refusing to dis- 
close his destination lest some po- 
lice activity jeopardize the rescue 
of his son. 

Working aimost in direct oppo- 
sition to the terror-stricken family 
police last night took into custody 
Salvatore Mastroianni, old friend 
of Ranieri and godfather of the 
missing child, and Renoldo Schiedo, 
a former employe of Raniero. 
Nervous and agitated under police 
questioning, Schiedo gave aLhicago 
Heights address and then quickly 
corrected himself, saying he lived 
in Chicago. 

At the Chicago Heights bunga- 
low, police early this morning 
found a woman who said Schiedo 
had moved the day of the kidnap- 
ing to a house next door to Mas- 
troianni,. Knowing that blackhand 
Kidnapers iff past have used close 
friends of their victims as agents. 
police investigators attached sig- 
nificance to the link between Mas- 
troianni and Schiedo. 

Early vesterday evening Ranieri 
drove away from his home in his 
automobile, later returning in a 
taxicab, smiling for the first time 
in a week. The police believed he 
had sold the car or turned it over 
to the kidnapers. Tony, his eldest 
son, also went out last night and 
did not return. 

“You may be able to arrange for 
the safe return of your son,” Lieut. 
McGrath told Ranieri. “but there 
are other fathers and other boys, 
and if we stand idly by it will be 
an admission that kidnaping is a 
crime that men can commit with- 
out danger.” 

Ranieri replied: “I must do 
what seems best for the safety of 
my boy.” 

Police asked him for a picture 
of the lad, kidnaped a week ago. 
Ranieri would give them none. 

“Perhaps, soon, you can take pic- 
tures of him yourself,” the father 
said, smiling for the first time since 
demands for $60,000 ransom were 


made upon him. 

Ranieri’s return to apparent g00d 
humor after days of anxiety dur- 
ing which he sought to raise from 
friends the sum demanded by the 
kidnapers, led police to the convic- 
tion that Ranieri had been in com- 
munication with the men holding 
his son and that he may have seen 
the boy. His refusal to aid the po- 
lice inquiry was ascribed to fear 
that harm might befall the boy if 
officers were given any help. 

The kidnaping, which took place 
near the senhoo! the boy attended. 
had a marked effect upon the 
neighborhood in which the Hanterts 
live. Children did not play on the 
streets yesterday, as they were in 
the habit of doing. but were met 
at the school house by their moth- 
ere. who hurried them home. 

A report that the boy had been 
picked up at a crowded street in-

BUYER OF LIQUOR 
RUM BUGTLEGGER 


With Liquor Seller on 
Charge of Conspiracy to 
Transport Intoxicants. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 14.—In- 
dictment by the Federal grand jury 
of Joel D. Kerper, alleged “society 
bootlegger” of this city, and Alfred 
E. Norris, New York broker, es- 
tablished a precedent here, which 
Col. Edwin G. Davis, Special As- 
Sistant Attorney-General, said to- 
day he believed would aid material- 
ly in enforcing the prohibition law 
by making it possible to prosecute 
the buyer as well as the seller of 
liquor, in certain instances. 
Kerper was indicted on 33 counts 
and Norris on two counts, which 
allege that he conspired with Ker- 
per to violate the prohibition law. 
The indictment of Norris was based 
on alleged shipments of liquor to 
him by Kerper since Oct. 28, 1926. 
Davis said about 15 such shipments 
had been made, and 
would be brought here for trial.

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$30,703,958 CITY TAX BILLS | 
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IN HANDS OF COLLECTOR 


Revenue Will Be Increased $1,376,- 
000 Due to 3-Cent Rise 
in Rate. 


The 215,746 tax bills for 132 


payable on or before Dec. 31, after 
which they become delinquent, 
were sent today for collection by 
Assessor Gehner to Collector Koeln. 

The total assessment upon which 
the bills are based is $1,172,002,- 
100, an increase of $39,577,980 over 
last year’s total assessment. The 
increase represents for the most 
part new construction, Of the to- 
tal assessment, $1,001,326,110 rep- 
resents rea] estate, an increase of 
$37,948,080 over last year. The 
total personalty assessment is 
$170,675,990, an increase of $1,- 
629,900 over last year. 

The total revenue due the city 
from the bills is $30,703,958, based 
on a tax rate of $2.62 on a $100 
valuation, an increase in revenue 
of $1,376,000 over last year when 
the rate was $2.59. The increase 
in the rate was due to 1 cent for 
bonds, 1 cent on the school rate 
and 1 cent on the State rate. 

In addition to the above assess- 
ment for the city, the State will 
have an assessment of about. $84.,- 
000,000 on steam and electric rail- 


roads, telegraph and _ telephone 
companies, from which the city 
under the State assessment re- 


ceives no revenue. This brings the 
total tax assessment of St. T.ouis 
to approximately $1,250,000,000.,

His next opponent will be Frank 
Shields, the national junior cham- 
pion who defeated Cochet’s coun- 
tryman, Jacques Brugnon, yester- 
day. If successful Cochet must 
meet in the firal the survivor of 
the tilt between Lott and Hunter.

Jews of Country Alarmed at Anti-Semitic 


Propaganda—Reports of Pogroms 
Denied by Press. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 14.—Advices to 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
from Eastern Europe indicate tli at 
fear of violence prevails amung the 
Jewish population because of the 
spreading of false rumors Of ritual 
murders. 

Jugo-Slavian authorities huve 
arrested 40 persons in the Proviace 
of Banat on charges of spreau:rg 
anti-semitic propaganda inciting 
the population in connection with 
one rumor. 

After the disappearance of Muar- 
guerite Takatch, a 15-year-old 
servant girl, from the village of 
Zentar, Jugo-Slavia, a rumor was 
spread that “in every Jewish svna- 
gogue a Christian child is im- 
mured.” The girl was found in a 
neighboring village, suffering from 
exhaustion. 


A Belgrade dispatch states that 
the authorities took speedy steps to 
prevent the spread of the rumor. 
Couriers with trumpets were sent 
throughout the villages of the prov- 
ince to proclaim that the ts!'e of 
ritual murder was a silly invention 
and to announce that every persen 


responsible for spreading it world | 


be severely punished. 

A Vienna dispatch, however. said 
that there was a suspicion that se- 
rious incidents had occurread in the 
Banat villages in connection wih 
the rumor. 

Pogrom Report Denied. 


This supposition was bascd on. 
Jugo-Slavian papers which arrived | 


in Vienna containing denials of ovt- 
rages. The papers declared it was 
untrue that there had been a 
pogrom in Banat and that a rabbi 
and several leading Jews of Fetio- 


dered. 


The newspapers added, however, 
that “agitation of the frenzied vil- 
lagers against the Jews in ihe re- 
gion continued.”

but the details of the trip there 
will be worked out later. 

New Jersey “Coming Across.” 

His New Jersey itinerary has 
been enlarged to include an auto- 
mobile tour Tuesday afternoon 
from Newark to Trenton. He will 
pass through Elizabeth, New 
Brunswick, Princeton and a num- 
ber of other places after attending 
a noonday luncheon at Newark to 
be given by Walter E. Edge, and 
which will be attended by the Re- 
publican State and county leaders 
in New Jersey. Hoover is to make 
a brief speech at this gathering.

The different kinds 
of soups— 
some definitions 


Soups may be divided into two 
classes—thin soups and cream soups. 
Thin soups are an excellent stimu- 
lant and are usually served at the 
beginning of a hearty dinner. Cream 
soups, on the other hand, need only 
the addition of a salad and bread 
and butter to make a satisfying 
meal. 

Four basic types of soup are: 
Routllon—-a clear soup, made from 
beef, lightly seasoned. 

Consomme—also a clear soup but 
more often made from several kinds 
of meat. It is highly seasoned with 
herbs, spices and vegetables. 

A puréeisa thick soup, made from 
fish or vegetables that have been 
put through a strainer. 

Bisques are much like purées but 
are: usually made from shell-fish. 
They may also be made from veg- 
etables or meat.
